Education, research project, and radio broadcast. 

A collaborative research project that takes cruising as an index to reflect on eroti¬ 
cism in the city and as a form of political dissidence. It has been a process of radical 
education linked to a series of friends, relatives and strangers, who come together 
around a shared interest in radio creation and critical reflection around gender and 
sexuality. It is proposed as a critical encounter with contemporary "technologies of 
love and affection", such as apps like Tinder and Grindr. 

Sexo futuro #spring has invited its participants to collaborate in various encounters 
online and offline. Three face-to-face meetings: an inaugural conversation with a 
cruising activist (Chava Guerrilla), a voice and movement workshop by Candelaria 
Estrada, and a live radio-novel capsule broadcasted from the Radio Fabra studio in 
Barcelona. Also an online forum of discussion around a text by Perry Medea - 
Dietario 01: Interferencias -. And finally an online questionnaire to collect experi¬ 
ences on cruising or erotic and utopian fantasies.

Body and writing workshop, and broadcast. 

A space to listen with our bodies: 'We propose a process 
of "active and collective listening" of an archive made of 
layers and fragments of erotic narratives encompassing all 
kinds of gender and sexual identities. The workshop 
intended to open ourselves to explore the phenomenon 
of listening as an endeavour that includes the whole body 
in motion with others. To put our bodies in motion while 
we listen is a way to question and politicize the process, 
as it creates individuals and collectives with agency. 

The workshop also wanted to open a space in our neigh¬ 
borhood for a radio practice beyond the articulated 
discourse on gender and sexuality. We finally wanted to 
invite the voices of existing communities in the neighbor¬ 
hood already interested in writing or poetry. 

The only broadcast of Hipercuerpo was made in Decem¬ 
ber 2018 with the participation of an intergenerational 
group of women linked to the Civic Center of Sant Andreu 
in 2018. It was broadcast by Radio Fabra in January 2019. 
Hipercuerpo workshop is an original idea of the Collective 
of Other (Samuel Cespedes / Isabella Franceschi), with 
collaboration of Violeta Ospina. It was carried out with 
the support of a subsidy from the District of Sant Andreu 
in Barcelona.

Politics of Listening, 2018 

Radio-Conference, 40 min. 

Perry Medea defines the concept of representation, political par¬ 
ticipation and democratic freedom through radio broadcasting and 
digital radio. It is an amateur theoretical exercise that is comple¬ 
mented by fragments from the archives of the National Radio of 
Colombia, Radio Cava-ret's capsules and children's literature (The 
Grimm Brothers). 

At the end of the broadcast, a collective radio-rumor action was 
performed with more than eighty people. Written and self- 
published by Samuel Cespedes and Ediciones La Radia in 2018. It 
was performed for the first time 'on air' and was streamed online 
from Plataforma Bogota at the Arts Institute of Bogota (IDARTES). 

It has also been presented as a public space performance at the 
Sortidor square in Barcelona with the intervention of Violeta 
Ospina and Isabella Franceschi. This installment was part of the 
Perspectives cycle at the Centre Civic El Sortidor. 
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Consultorio sentimental de la 
Senorita B. Vol. 1, 2017 

Audio tour broadcasted with pirate radio antena. 

For this project we appropriated a disappeared radio format 
very popular between the 40s and 70s in Spain: El consultorio 
sentimental de Elenita Francis (a radio program aim at women 
that answered love and everyday queries from its listeners). For 
the Franco regime this device worked as a means of indoctri¬ 
nating women to accept their given social place as homemak¬ 
ers and "good wives and mothers" through the figure of an 
expert in morality. Through humoristic and absurd interpreta¬ 
tions the broadcast functioned as a way to revisit this oppres¬ 
sive history and critique it. 

The audio tour we proposed was an exercise in collective 
creation that functioned on two levels: A public tour of the 
ground floor of the La Virreina Centre de I'lmatge's building. 
And an epistolary correspondence in the form of radio-letters 
(the texts included queries collected through an online ques¬ 
tionnaire and texts written by us Las Radiocabareteras). During 
the tour the participant was listening to the 'sentimental 1 
queries and simultaneously was part of a procession of 
actresses that amplified the questions and answers with their 
bodies.
